Ken Morton’s sudden departure from

But chairman Laurie Kelly 
and his board have quickly 
settled things down in a man- 
ner that left Billy Hayden and 
Bob Hawke looking like 
slow-coaches. 

The appointment pro-tem 
of defender Chris Dunleavy 
to take over as coach was 


extremely well received by 
the team 


Dunleavy is the conscien- 
tious type with a wealth of 
experience behind him. 

The controversial “love me 
or hate me” Ken Morton 
Started the year with five 
straight losses and the team 
was three points adrift at the 
bottom of the Philips Soccer 
League. 

When he finished up at the 
end of round 22 the Wolves 
were inside the Top Four and 
genuine semi-final conten- 
ders. 

Why did Morton fall out 
with the club?

Rasic was correct in his judgment.

Ollerton was selected for the national 
team shortly after his defection to the 
south from Vitorian State League club, 
Ringwood Whilelmina.

The loss of form of some of his 
key players and constant injuries forced 
the team out of the top six, with limited 
hope of recovering lost ground. 

“1 don't think we'll make the top four,” 
he says frankly. 


“We have had too many injuries whi- 
ch have set us right back. We are 
struggling every week to field a team. 
The situation is so critical that some- 
times | have to search through the junior 
ranks to find players for the senior team. 


“Take Whittle for instance. He has 
played two games in the last nine 
weeks. How can you win games with 
half the team injured?”

The club suffered another big blow 
two weeks ago, when they lost John 
Little for the rest of the season. 

“We've lost an experienced defender 
capable of filling any gap in our de- 
fence.”

00 PLAYERS SACKED BY 
CRISIS-HIT CLUBS 


More than 600 Soccer players have been sacked by crisis-hit English clubs, and some reports put 
the final number at around 1,000. 


The sackings, which 
take effect from July 31, 
were considered inevit- 
able because of the 
bankrupt stage of English 
Soccer. 

But the secretary of the 
Professional Footballers 
Association, Gordon 
Taylor, accused many 
clubs of over-reacting to 
the crisis and pruning 


their staffs too much. 
“There are clubs em- 
ploying accountants at 
£30,000 a year which are 
being told: ‘Get rid of two 
or three of the more 
highly-paid players.’ 
“But that is not the an- 
swer,” said Mr Taylor. 
“These players are be- 
ing made to pay for finan- 
cial mis-management by 


clubs throughout the 


years. 

“Club which paid in- 
flated transfer fees are in 
trouble now and it is the 
players and the game that 
suffers. 

“lam worried about the 
future of English Soccer. 

“A smaller League 
seems inevitable, with 
Third and Fourth Division 


clubs employing many 
part-time professionals, 
and reserve football is 
pound to be badly hit,” he 
said. 


The PFA, which has 
2,750 members, is angry 
that League clubs have 
not taken its advice on 
regulating the transfer 
system. 


“The recession is biting 
so deep into football that | 
can foresee some clubs 
next season not being 
able to fulfil their fixtures 
because they do not have 
11 fit men,” Mr Taylor 
said. 


The sackings may well 
lead to a flood of English 
players to Australia. 


REBEL TOUR CAUSES ROWS 


South African sports bodies appear to be making efforts to break down the sporting 
bans imposed in 1976 by other countries because of South Africa’s apartheid system. 


The current tour by an 
international Soccer team 
follows a tour by an English 
cricket 11 and Sth Africa’s 
tugby tour of NZ and the 
United States and sets the 
scene for planed tours of 
South Africa by interna- 
tional rugby and cricket 
teams. 

The Soccer tour has 
caused a major row in 
Britain. 

The international Soccer 
federation, FIFA, and the 
English Foootball Associa- 
tion have threatened life 
time bans on players taking 
part. But British TV Soccer 
personality Jimmy Hill, 
who is one of the tour or- 
ganisers, said that the tour- 
ing side did not fall under 
FIFA’s jurisdiction as none 
of the players had club con- 
tracts and any action taken 
by FIFA when new con- 
tracts were signed would be 
challenged in court. 

The ban threats have 
frightened off many players 
who were asked to join the 
tour, including Argentina’s 
World Cup star Osvaldo 
Ardiles who withdrew at 
the last minute having ar- 
rived in Johannesburg. His 
countryman Daniel As- 
seniuo is expected to take 
his place. 

Notthingham Forest's 
black striker, Justin 
Fashanu, who was a guest 
player with Adelaide City 
last season, said the players 
who went on the tour are 
“little more than mer- 
cenaries,” 

Fashanu signed up for 
the tour but changed his 
mind 


“T thought deeply about } 


it for four days, but felt that 
the tour will only aggravate 
the political situation over 
there,” he said. 
“Some of the players are 
just going for the money, 
not to help black or col- 
oured players.” 

But Hill hit back at critics 
of the tour. 

“Soccer is now totally in- 
tegrated in South Africa, 
They have done what 


everybody wanted but are * 
still banned by FIFA,” he 


said. 
Last week a group of the 


rebel team coached black % 
youngsters in the segre- @ 


gated city of Soweto. 

But the three leading 
Johannesburg black clubs, 
Orlano Pirates, Iwisa 
Kaizer Chiefs and Moroka 
Swallows, who the tourists 
were to have played, have 
announced that they are 
not prepared to play 
against international Soccer 


“mercenaries”. 

The decision by the 
teams was believed to have 
been taken after the Aza- 
nian Peoples Organisation 
(AZAPO) urged black 
clubs not to play against the 
international side on the 
grounds that- they were 
marauding mercenaries 
who allowed themselves to 
be bribed into trying to put 
South Africa back into 
World Soccer through the 
back door.

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“WHERE IS THE REFEREE?” 


Once you’ve passed your examination and 
have been accepted into your local referees’ 
association, you start with the younger age- 
groups and you will be inspected, advised and 
coached on how to improve your refereeing. 


Of course it will be 
highly unlikely that you 
will have official linesmen 
on these games and you 
will have to rely on the 
assistance of an in- 
terested spectator to take 
a flag and signal when 
the ball has passed over 
the sidelines. 

It will indeed be an 
ordeal for you at times, 
because parents and 
friends not only shout en- 
couragement to their 
team they also 
unfortunately seem to 
take a delight in the man- 
ner in which they abuse 
the referee. The players 
can make a number, of 
mistakes and are for- 
given, but heaven help 
the referee if he should 
make (in their opinion) 
one mistake. He will be 


reminded about it for the 
rest of the game. 

Indeed this is one 
reason that so many 
young referees give up 
the game. 

It is a great pity that 
Soccer has to lose those 
young referees as we can 
ill-afford to. But for those 
who do battle on, they 
must learn to ignore any 
abuse that might be di- 
rected at them from spec- 
tators (they have powers 
to deal with players and 
officials who might be 
misguided enough to do 
this) and, having learned 
to ignore those some- 
times hurtful comments, 
they can or should gainin 
confidence and concen- 
trate in improving their 
own refereeing ability. 

At district or branch 


level, you progress throu- 
gh the younger age- 
groups, on to all-age Soc- 
cer, depending on the 
performances you display 
when you are refereeing a 
game. The one provision 
being that you must be at 
least 18 years of age tobe 
able to referee all-age 
games. 

Any referee who has 
held a full Class Three 
Certificate for at least two 
years can then apply tosit 
for the higher Class Two 
examination. Again, hav- 
ing held your Class Two

for a least two years, you 
can apply to take the 
Class One examination. 
It should also be 
pointed out that applica- 
tions are referred to the 
examination board or 
technical committee, who 
check on the inspectors 
reports regarding the re- 
feree concerned. And if 
the referee has shown 
consistently good form 
and received the required 
Pass marks on field per- 
formance, then approval 
is given for the candidate 
to take the theory exam.

RECESSION TALK 
IS HOGWASH, 


_ SAYS WEINSTEIN 


By Fred Villiers 


The Australian economy might be in a bad way, but Soccer is not 


facing a recession, according to ASF vice-president Michael Weinstein. 


I asked Michael what he thought of the 
future of Soccer in Australia particularly 
after our disappointing second attempt to 
qualify for the World Cup in Spain. 

He said: “Naturally we are disappointed 
but we have to put disappointment behind 
us and think of the future. 

“We will have to reassess our last two 
unsuccessful attempts and draw the right 
conclusions. 

Sponsorship now looks a lot brighter 
following Sir Arthur George's successful 
negotiations with Patrick Nally. 

“Sponsorship is a costly business but on 
the other hand we know now that money 
alone doesn’t buy success. 

“Money unwisely spent is actually a 
hindrance. To succeed we must have all 
the right ingredients — finance, players, 
coaching, administration, and above all, 
the will to succeed. 

“As far as the future of the game is 
concerned, it is brighter than ever. We 
may be going through a lean period but 
this is only natural as we have to cope with 
the growth and with the transition period 
of seeing old administrators slowly retiring 
and younger ones taking over. 

“We need a little more time for adjust- 
ment. But any talk of a recession in the 
game is hogwash,” 

What future does the Philips League 
have? 

“The very fact that the League is in its 
sixth year shows the determination of the 
clubs to survive and all hope that they will. 
but the financial viability of the League 
can't be ignored. 

“With constant costs of running such an 


are now paying very dearly. 

“First of all, the ruling in itself is dis- 
criminatory against clubs which are not 
participating in the two top leagues. If we 
are going to have a quota system it should 
apply to every club. 

“These players are needed at all levels of 
competition not only at the top. The top 
clubs have the benefit of three temporary 
visa players and naturally they are a mag- 
net of attention to all our young promising 
players who are already playing and prov- 
ing themselves there. This is good, and this 
is how it should be. 

“But we are left with a big hole now. 
The clubs on the lower level have lost the 
young star players and the new crop of 
youngsters haven't got the benefit to play 
alongside experienced overseas players as 
their predecessors had. 

“Surely our young stars wouldn't have 
been the players they are if they hadn't 
played alongside overseas stars? When 
barriers all over the world are being pulled 
down we are erecting them. 

“One has only to look at the nations

TO FIND SPONSOR

Canberra’s unique Academy of Soccer is under tremendous strain to 
gain a sponsor following the Federal Government's ACT Sports 
Development grant allocation of $18,000 to the round-ball code in the 


national capital. 

It was exactly half the 
amount requested by the 
ACT Soccer Federation. 

Why the sponsorship 
pressure on the Academy? 
Because of the fact that the 
academy received $6,000 of 
the allocation and the fact 
that wherever possible it 
has to be matched on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis. 

The remainder of the 
grant was allocated as fol- 
lows: 
© $10,000 to offset the sal- 
ary costs of the ACT direc- 
tor of coaching, Mr Les 
Bee; 
¢ $2,000 divided equally 
between the U1S5 represen- 


tative squad and expenses 
associated with the staging 
of national championships. 
* Academy chairman and 
chairman of the ACT Soc- 
cer executive committee, 
Mr Roger Grylls, said the 
academy received only 
about $2,000 through fees 
from academy participants 
in its U15, Ul4 and U13 
squad. 

“Funds raising will also 
have to increase dramati- 
cally,” Mr Grylls said. 

“What we really need is a 
sponsor. 

“After all the Academy 
is unique to Canberra and 
its teams are already play-

against full State represen- 
tative squads. 


“And through its coach- 
ing scheme there is no 
doubt that at all levels and 
standard of performance of 
participating youngsters 
has increased greatly.” 

Mr Grylls stressed that 
the Academy was not 
under threat but that much 
thinking had to be done 
about fund-raising. 


“T've flagged the prob- 
lem the Academy faced be- 
cause it does nobody any 
good sweeping them under 
the carpet,” he said.

BANKSTOWN STALWART 


NOW NNSW COACH 


By Don Balmain 


This week we have an interview with the coach of 


Nthn NSW Lionel Sneyd. 


Lionel has long since retired from the work world 


and lives on the Central Coast of NSW with his 


livewire wife, Irene. 

Q: Lionel, you have 
been associated with Soccer 
for quite a while, in fact, 
just on a quarter of a 
century. 

A: I have been actively 
connected with Soccer 
since 1957 and for the last 
four years, I have been con- 
nected with the women’s 
Soccer movement here on 
the Central Coast and for 
Northern NSW. 

Q: I understand that you 
were not always with the 
Soccer movement on the 
Central Coast but had very 
much to do with Soccer in 
the Bankstown area. 

A: Soccer for me and my 
wife goes back to when we 
were living in Bankstown. 
which is in the western 
suburbs of Sydney. I guess 
it all started when Irene 
and I joined the East 
Bankstown Soccer Club. 

Q: From what we hear, 
it did not take you long to 
be offered administrational 
positions in the club. 

A: No, I was elected the 
president-treasurer of this 
club in 1958 and, being a 
“sucker for punishment”, 
helped out in various posi- 
tions in the club for a while. 

Q: That’s an understate- 
ment if ever we heard one. 
We were told that your 
“help out”, as you call it, 
was for 12 years. During 
this time, you were also 
active in the Bankstown 
Association when the local 
team was playing in the 
First Division league. 


A: Well, having three 
sons playing for the club, I 
guess that it was only natu- 
ral that I got involved in as 
much as I was able to do 
comfortably. 

Q: Apart from being a 
referee who heiped out 
when there was 
else around, you were a 
more than fair player as 
well. 

A: I played for the East 
Bankstown club in the 
Amateur League, which is 
about the equivalent of the 
State League held in Syd- 
ney now. 

Q: We understand that 
Rale Rasic and his wife 
Barbara and also Johnny 
Warren are well known to 


‘ou. 

A: Rale and Barbara 
used to live at the top of the 
hill near my home in 
Bankstown and we are still 
firm friends. The legendary 
John Warren we knew 
when he was a lad playing 
for Canterbury, a 
neighbouring suburb. 

; When did your as- 
sociation with coaching 
in? 

A: [attended many coa- 
ching sessions with 
“Uncle” Joe Vlasits and 
Frank Broome, two top 
coaches in their day. 
Another person who comes 
to mind and is still active 
with coaching Soccer is Eric 
Arneil who, with Eric 
Drury, now the secretary of 
the ASF Junior Soccer As- 
sociation, was on the com- 
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mittee with me to form the 
Bankstown Soccer Club 
Limited. 

Q: Have you any not- 
able achievements to come 
from your coaching, 
Lionel? 

“A: Yes I have. Two that 
come to mind were from 
the East Bankstown club 
and they went on to be- 
come Socceroos, playing 
for Australia in World Cup 
elimination matches. They 
also played for many other 
teams, including the Under 
23s. The two lads were 
Garry Manuel and Larry 
Armitage. My one regret is 
that my own son, Ron was 
asked to transfer with them 
but refused to leave his 
mates in Bankstown. 

Q: In 1970 you took a 
break from Soccer and built 
your own home on the 
Central Coast but the call 
was too strong and, the fol- 
lowing year, you sought out 
the local Soccer club where 
you and your wife were 
welcomed with open arms. 

A: That was 11 years 
ago now and Irene and I 
are still members. I was the 
registrar of the club for a 
while. 

Q: Coaching took hold 
of you once more and you 
could not resist the call to 
he!p out again. 

A: Well nobody could 
be found to coach these 
teams and someone had to 


help out. 

é: You helped to the ex- 
tent of coaching teams in 
the Under 12s, 13s, and 15s 
and bringing them through 
to the grand finals. Six 
years later, you became in- 
volved in the women’s Soc- 
cer movement. What can 
you tell us about that? 

A: About that time, the 
Central Coast Women’s 
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Soccer Association was 
formed and Irene asked me 
to help her out. I put up 
nets and refereed their 
games and sometimes did 
three or four in a row as, at 
that time, referees were not 
available for the girls. 

Q: How long was it be- 
fore you got involved in 
coaching the ladies? 

A: Irene Sneyd came in- 
on this one and this is what 
she told us: “Lionel agreed 
to coach the Budgewoi 
Ladies and he was also ap- 
pointed the Central Coast 
women’s Soccer Associa- 
tion rep team organiser and
